MULLIGAN’S SURRENDER. 
Gur Latest Disaster 3 and Disgrace. 


Capacity Questioned. 
DISPATCH FROM tI FROM QUINCY. 


(Special Dispatch te the Chicage Tribune.) 
Quiacr, Sept. 23, 1961. 

About 700 nos-comuissioned officers and 
privates of Cel. Mulligan’s command arrived 
here from Lexington, Mo., by the Quincy and 
St. Joseph railroad sbout 6 o’clock this even- 
ing. The remainder, to a>dont 
1,400, will be here to-morrow and next day. 

Col. Mulligen’s force at Lexington, it is sta 
ted by these eoldiers, did not exceed twenty” 
five hundred, including several compauies of 
Missouri Home Guards. The siege upon 
Muiligan’s entrenchments commenced on 
‘Thursday, the 12th ivst., and was continued 
from ¢ay to day until Friday last, at 5 o'clock 
P. w., when the Union flag was Lauled down 
by the Home Guards of Missouri, who had 
acted inefficientiy and cowardly during the 
whole lege. 

Col. Mulligan refused to surrender, bat 
being wounded in one of his legs at the time, 
he eculd not prevent it. As. he had but five 
or six charges left for his artillery, and being 
neatly out of ammunition for his infantry and 
cavelry, be coulé bave beld out bat little 


longer. 

Col. Thomas A. Marshall, of the cavalry, is 
said to have acted most cowardly, though his
